REVIEW OF THE 1973 PROPERTY TAX STABILIZATION PROGRAM 


In 1973, local government was faced with a $140 million financing 
deficiency and the need to increase mill rates on average by 8 per cent. 
Concerned about this prospect, the Province significantly increased its 
assistance to local government. The principal element of its revenue- 
sharing program was the Property Tax Stabilization Plan. The grants 
made under the Plan were designed to reduce property tax rates, 
constrain expenditure growth rates and equalize municipal tax bases, 


taking into account special cost factors and needs. 


When actual 1973 municipal expenditure data become available, 
a detailed and comprehensive analysis will be undertaken to assess the 
impact of the grants on the structure of municipal finance. The 
following is a preliminary analysis of the effectiveness of the program, 


based on 1973 municipal budgets. 


Distribution of 1973 Property Tax Stabilization Grants 


The following table shows the distribution of the 1973 Property 
Tax Stabilization Grant entitlements for each of four equalized per capita 
assessment ranges. Municipalities in the lowest range received the 
maximum Resource Equalization Grant rate of 20 per cent of net levies 
while municipalities in the highest range were not eligible for Resource 
Equalization Grants. Municipalities in the middle two ranges received 


Resource Equalization Grant rates varying from zero to 20 per cent.

Several observations can be made from the table: 


83 per cent of the 862 lower-tier municipalities 
received Resource Equalization Grants totalling 


$56 million. 


39 per cent of the 862 municipalities received the 
maximum Resource Equalization Grant rate of 

20 per cent. These municipalities tend to be 
smaller and consequently received only 10 per cent 
of the General Support Grants to lower-tier 


municipalities, 
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36 per cent of all municipalities with per capita 
assessments over $8,000 received 70.6 per cent of the 
General Support Grants to lower-tier municipalities. 
These municipalities are generally larger in terms of 


population and tax levies. 


Upper-tier municipalities received $8.8 million or 
approximately 15 per cent of the total General 
Support Grants. 


Spending Growth Rates and Mill Rate Changes 


On average, municipal expenditures in 1973 increased by 10.2 per 
cent. Lower-tier municipalities increased their spending by 9.0 per cent. 
These spending growth rates are somewhat below historical averages despite 
the inflationary pressures that occurred in (7300 The expenditure 
constraint therefore appeared to forestall abnormal expenditure increases 
and, in combination with the enriched grants in 1973, reduced tax rates 
substantially. On average, mill rates declined by 5.1 per cent for all 


municipalities and 5.5 per cent for lower-tier municipalities. 


The following table shows the distribution of spending growth 
rates. Almost 61 per cent of municipalities had spending growth rates 
below, the 10:per cent target announced, in the 19/3, Budget. Fifty-five 
per cent managed to constrain expenditures below the 8 per cent level, 
thereby qualifying for the maximum General Support Grant rate of 6 per cent. 
Almost 28 per cent of all municipalities reduced their expenditures from 


1972 levels.

In a similar manner, the next table shows the distribution of 


mill rate changes in 1973. Sixty-seven per cent of municipalities 


reduced their mill rates in 1973 and almost 39 per cent reduced mill 


rates by 10 per cent or more.

The Resource Equalization Grants achieved, in effect, a significant 
reduction in tax base disparities among municipalities. In 1972, mill rates 
were higher in municipalities with lower per capita assessments. Their per 
capita expenditure levels were nevertheless comparable to those of wealthier 
municipalities. In other words, the less wealthy municipalities had to make 
higher tax efforts in order to provide the same per capita spending levels.

This situation improved dramatically in 1973. Mill rate reductions 


were substantially greater for the less wealthy municipalities and spending 


increases were also greater. As a result the less wealthy municipalities 
were able to increase service levels while substantially reducing their 


tax rates relative to the wealthier municipalities. The range of average 


mill rates narrowed from between 5 and 13 per cent in 1972, to between 


> and 11. / per cent in. 1973'. 
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One measure of equity in a grant system is the extent to which 
the ratio of tax rates to benefits (measured by per capita expenditures) 
is similar among municipalities. In 1973, the intermunicipal disparities 
in tax rates relative to per capita expenditures narrowed significantly. 
The following table shows the reduction in mill rates required to raise 
$100 per capita expenditure for municipalities within the indicated 
assessment ranges.

The reductions reflect the total system of conditional and 
unconditional grants to lower-tier municipalities. However, the former 
were not significantly altered and consequently most of the change can be 
attributed to the Resource Equalization Grant. This grant substantially 


reduced the range of these mill rates by 1.2 mills or 21 per cent. 
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DETAILS OF THE 1974 PROPERTY TAX STABILIZATION PROGRAM 


The structure and principles underlying the Property Tax 
Stabilization Program have remained unaltered in 1974. However, certain 
parameters have been changed to enrich the Program to meet the Government's 
new revenue-sharing commitment. The following description of these 


changes will enable municipal officials to make a reasonable estimate 


of their municipalities' grant entitlements in 1974.

Main Per Capita Grant 


The municipal unconditional per capita grant rates will 

be increased by ARES hanes 12.5 per cent and the grants 
will be simplified by reducing the number of population 
categories as illustrated in the table below.

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The regional municipal per capita grant will be increased 
by 10 per cent from $8.00 to $8.80. An additional $.20 
per capita will be paid to all regional governments in 
recognition of the fact that they are expected to assume 
greater responsibilities for local planning. The total 


1974 regional per capita grant will therefore be $9.00. 


The per capita grant will be further enriched by using the 


population data defined in the next section. 


These revisions will transfer an additional $11 million to 


municipalities in 1974. 


Grants for Policing Costs 


The unconditional grant towards municipal policing costs 


will be enriched from $3.00 to $5.00 per capita. 


The grant in respect of regional police forces will be 


raised from $5.00 to $7.00 per capita. 


These grants will also be enriched by using the population 


data described in the next section. 


These enrichments will transfer an additional $17 million 


to municipalities in 1974. 


Resource Equalization Grant 


The intent of the Resource Equalization Grant is to strengthen the 
fiscal capacity of municipalities with below-average tax bases and generate 
more equity in Ontario's total grant structure. In 1974 the grant will be 


further enriched towards this objective in the following ways: 
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Each eligible municipality will receive a payment equal 


to 60 per cent of its relative deficiency times its 1973 


Net General Dollar Levy. 


This grant will be subject to an increased maximum of 


25 per cent of 1973 Net General Dollar Levies. 


The 


maximum for former mining municipalities that are unduly 


constrained by the 25 per cent limit will be increased 


to include 50 per cent of their 1972 formula mining 


revenue payments. 


The relative assessment deficiency will be the amount 


by which a municipality's per capita equalized assessment 
falls below a standard of $10,100, divided by $10,100. 
The standard has been raised from $10,000 to $10,100 


to reflect the increase in the average per capita 


equalized assessment in the province. 


For purposes of this grant, the 1973 Net General Dollar 


Levy will be broadened to include the 1973 entitlements 


to the General Support Grant, the Resource Equalization 


Grant, and the Northern Ontario Special Support Grant. 


All former mining municipalities will again receive the 


guarantee of 105 per cent of their 1973 formula mining 


revenue payments. 


An example of how the formula works is provided below:

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These enrichments will transfer an additional $15 million 
to municipalities in 1974. 


General Support Grant 


This grant recognizes the inability of property tax revenues to 


keep pace with the rapidly increasing financial requirements of 


municipalities, notably in the face of higher rates of inflation. To 


further alleviate this problem the General Support Grant will be enriched 


as follows: 


The rate of General Support Grant will rise to 9 per cent 
for those municipalities which contain their spending 
growth to 8 per cent or less in 1974. The rate will drop 
to 3 per cent for municipalities which increase their 


spending in 1974 by 14 per cent or more. 


The following table illustrates the enriched rate schedule 


for the 1974 General Support Grant (1973 schedule in brackets):

The definition of the Net General Dollar Levy for purposes of 
the 1974 General Support Grant will be broadened to include a 
municipality's 1973 entitlement to the General Support Grant, 
the Resource Equalization Grant and the Northern Ontario Special 


Support Grant. 
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The new Regional Municipalities of Durham, Haldimand-Norfolk, 
Halton, Hamilton-Wentworth and Peel, and the constituent area 
municipalities will receive a payment in 1974 equal to 


7 per cent of their 1974 Net General Dollar Levies. 


Each municipality in the Northern part of the province 
will receive an additional payment equal to 12 per cent 


of its 1973 Net General Dollar Levy, as defined above. 


The above enrichments will transfer an additional 


$37 million to municipalities in 1974. 
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THE 1974 MUNICIPAL GRANTS POPULATION 


The population data used for purposes of the 1973 Property Tax 
Stabilization Grants were those provided by the 1971 federal census. 
This year, population data are being updated two years by using the 
1973 Provincial census. These 1973 Provincial census statistics are 
amended for grant purposes to include temporary population and a one-year 


guarantee against losses of population which may emanate from the change 


in data source. Furthermore, these amended 1973 population statistics 
will be universally used in the various Ministries of the Government 


for purposes of grant calculation, wherever applicable. 


The population for each municipality, which appears in the 


attached tables, is calculated as follows: 


. the 1973 population as determined under Sections 23 


and 23(a) of The Assessment Act; plus 


a deemed temporary population equal to one-third the 
number by which the above population falls below the 


product of 2.5 times the number of households in 1972; 


the population so determined is subject to a minimum 
of 99 per cent and a maximum of 120 per cent of the 
population used to determine the 1973 Resource 


Equalization Grant entitlement under The Property Tax 
Stabilization Act, 1973; 


municipalities without permanent population will not 


receive a deemed temporary population. 
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ESTIMATED GRANTS AND 1974 POPULATION 


The following tables provide an estimate of the total amount that 
each municipality in the province will receive in 1974 under the revised 
Property Tax Stabilization Program. They also provide the estimated 
expenditure growth rates from 1972 to 1973, the estimated 1973 Property 
Tax Stabilization Program entitlements and the 1974 grant population. 
Both the 1973 and 1974 Property Tax Stabilization Program grant estimates 
include, wherever applicable, the per capita grants and the grants in 


respect of policing. 


The 1974 grant figures are meant only as a guide to municipalities 
in establishing their 1974 budgets. They should not be construed as exact 
entitlements since estimates had to be employed for many of the data items 


in determining the Property Tax Stabilization Grants. As a special 


precautionary note, all data items, except population, are estimated for 


upper and lower-tier municipalities in the new regional municipalities. 


The Net General Dollar Levies for purposes of the General Support 
Grant and the Resource Equalization Grant were calculated using 1973 
assessment and general mill rate data, but other components of the levies 
were estimated. The Net General Dollar Levy also includes the stabilization 
grant entitlements for 1973, of which the General Support Grant component 


is subject to revision upon final determination of the actual spending 


growth rates from 1972 to 1973. The 1974 General Support Grant rate was 
tentatively set at 7 per cent for each municipality. In accordance with 


the revised General Support Grant rate schedule, this rate may rise to 
9 per cent or decline to 3 per cent, depending on the estimated expenditure 


growth rate from 1973 to 1974 for each municipality.
